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Secrecy and the Banks 


Two of thé nation’s largest banks, it now 
dévelops, wére placed last Yedr om the 
federa] lst of those that require spécial 
supervision. That action raises urgent ques- 
Hons of public policy. But the official who 
put them on the list. James Smith, the U.S. 
controlier of the currency, evidently does riot 
care to discuss it in public, Neither do the 
banks themselves, naturally enough. They 
regard the whole affair as thelr private 
pusiness—but they are wrong. Fortunately, 
Congress takes a larger view of the interests 
here, and two committees Rave already 
begun to prepare hearings. 

The two banks—First Nafional City Bank 
and Chase Manhattan, both of New York 
City--have more than $100 billion in assets 
between them. and are respectively the sec- 
ond and third largest in the world. (The 
largest is the Bank of America, in San Fran- 
cisco.) Even ἃ small bank is central to its 
regional economy, with responsibilities far 
beyond those of most private businesses. 
Citibank and Chase Manhattan operate on 
a seale that affects the economic stability 
not only of the United States but of the 
world. Both of these banks are extremely 
strong and durable institutions. Thelr sur- 
vival is not in question at all But when 
they change thelr policies. under the pres- 
sure of their internal strains, it can have 
substantial effects upon the way other 
people must conduct their businesses and 
ear their livings. 

Both banks, as well as the controiler, have 
denownced The Washington Post for its ef- 
frontery in publishing the federal bank 
examiners’ assessments. The traditional view 
is that this kind of publication threatens 
the bank and therefore the economy as well. 
But the truth is just the opposite; the cus- 
tom of secrecy is the greater threat, and 
this episode illustrates the point. Citibank 
is widely known for very effective manage- 
ment, and the examiners confirm that opin- 
ton. At Chase Manhattan, on the other 
hand. the examiners found the internal con- 
trols to be poor and added that the defects 
fdentified at one exarnination might not 
only remain uncorrected at the next, but 
indeed might have become more severe. This 
observation alone 15 a strong reasop for 
bringing more light Into the process. If a 
system of examination does not reliably 
bring about prompt correction of faults, it 
is hardly worth having. 

The cotrventional wisdont holds that open 
@isclosure of these defects can only destroy 
public confidence in the banks. But the real 
erosion of confidence occurs when a major 
breakdown takes place and it subsequentiy 
appears—es in some of the recent business 
eollapses—that the warning signals were 
suppressed from public notice and remedy 
by good manners, personal friendships and 
the habit of discretion. In the present case, 
the publication of the examiners’ findings

Within these banks, there 
began to be a rising pressure for great 
growth and ‘high earnings in relation to 
capital That was a distinct ehange in the 
banking business, but the whole climate in 
financial circles was changing; the cautious 
old men who remembered the ordeal of the 
Depression were departing from the scene, 
From 1960 to 1969 there were no recessions, 
and some people of influence had hegun to 
believe that modem economics had elim~- 
inated the business cycle altogether.
